It s
planned to open the inguiry abont Aprll
15, and the senator expocts to see Pros) -
lent Hardiog soon regarding the com-
mittre program,

Ao with the best means of briyging about
reduction in raileoad rates.  The reso-
Iution nlso would authorize the cou -
mittes to inquire into the efficiency or
Inefliciency of rallrond operation sinee
the retuep of the railrosds to private
ownership.  Other subjects of fnguicy
proposed include o reduction in the vol-
ume of freight trafic and operation
cosis,
